" Sec. 1.  RCW 41.32.570 and 2007 c 50 s 3 are each amended to  read 

as follows: 

 (1)(a) If a retiree enters employment with an empl oyer sooner than 

one calendar month after his or her accrual date, t he retiree's 

monthly retirement allowance will be reduced by fiv e and one-half 

percent for every seven hours worked during that mo nth.  This 

reduction will be applied each month until the reti ree remains absent 

from employment with an employer for one full calen dar month. 

 (b) The benefit reduction provided in (a) of this subsection will 

accrue for a maximum of one hundred forty hours per  month.  Any 

monthly benefit reduction over one hundred percent will be applied to 

the benefit the retiree is eligible to receive in s ubsequent months. 

 (2) Except under subsection (3) of this section, a ny retired 

teacher or retired administrator who enters service  in any public 

((educational institution)) school, educational ser vice district, 

state institution of higher education in an instruc tional capacity, 

or, after the effective date of this act, state ins titution of higher 

education in a non-instructional capacity, in Washi ngton state at 

least one calendar month after his or her accrual d ate shall cease to 

receive pension payments while engaged in such serv ice, after the 

retiree has rendered service for more than eight hu ndred sixty-seven 

hours in a school year. 

 (3) Any retired teacher or retired administrator w ho enters 

service in any public ((educational institution)) s chool, educational 

service district, state institution of higher educa tion in an 
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instructional capacity, or, after the effective dat e of this act, 

state institution of higher education in a non-inst ructional capacity, 

in Washington state one and one-half calendar month s or more after his 

or her accrual date and: 

 (a) Is hired pursuant to a written policy into a p osition for 

which the school board has documented a justifiable  need to hire a 

retiree into the position; 

 (b) Is hired through the established process for t he position with 

the approval of the school board or other highest d ecision-making 

authority of the prospective employer; 

 (c) Whose employer retains records of the procedur es followed and 

the decisions made in hiring the retired teacher or  retired 

administrator and provides those records in the eve nt of an audit; and 

 (d) The employee has not already rendered a cumula tive total of 

more than one thousand nine hundred hours of servic e while in receipt 

of pension payments beyond an annual threshold of e ight hundred sixty-

seven hours; 

shall cease to receive pension payments while engag ed in that service 

after the retiree has rendered service for more tha n one thousand five 

hundred hours in a school year.  The one thousand n ine hundred hour 

cumulative total limitation under this section appl ies prospectively 

after July 22, 2007. 

 (4) When a retired teacher or administrator render s service beyond 

eight hundred sixty-seven hours, the department sha ll collect from the 

employer the applicable employer retirement contrib utions for the 

entire duration of the member's employment during t hat fiscal year. 

 (5) The department shall collect and provide the s tate actuary 

with information relevant to the use of this sectio n for the select 

committee on pension policy. 

 (6) The legislature reserves the right to amend or  repeal this 

section in the future and no member or beneficiary has a contractual 

right to be employed for more than five hundred twe nty-five hours per 

year without a reduction of his or her pension. 
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2.  This act is necessary for the immediate 

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety , or support of the 

state government and its existing public institutio ns, and takes 

effect immediately." 

 
 

  EFFECT:   Revises the exemption from post-retireme nt employment 
restrictions for TRS 1 members employed with a stat e institution of 
higher education in a non-instructional capacity to  apply only to 
members to reenter service before the effective dat e of this act.
